The m ost sensatio nal rum ors of loss 
of life continue, but it is im possible to 
verify them , and it seem s likely that, 
aside from losses am ong th e national 
rangers, the n u m b er of dead in the 
three s t a t e s will not exceed IOO. N ext 
to the U nited States, big corporations 
a re the chief sufferers. 
It is difficult 
to give figures on th e tim b er losses, 
which may reach $10,000,000. 
It is 
*stim ated th a t m ore th an 1,500 set­ 
tlers in M ontana, Idaho and W ashing­ 
ton have lost their hom es and ev ery­ 
thing in them . 
T he p resen t sum m er h as been one 
of the d ryest ever known. 
Fires light­ 
ed by settlers to clear lands and by 
spark s from locom otives have speedily 
becom e g ian ts of destruction. 
A little 
blaze at the bottom of a gulch runs 
swiftly up the m ountains and at the 
top of the hill huge blazing branches 
of trees are borne aw ay by the wind, 
to extend th e field of ruin. 
W ard n er and Burke, Coeur d’Alene 
mining towns, which wert 
m enaced 
by fires, causing a suspension ot busi­ 
ness while th e men went out to fight 
the flames, a re out of danger.

er town has suffered injury.

M oissant C laim s Salvage.

There was a second expedition to the 
ship, this time with the Am erican con­ 
sul and some native soldiery, but Mois­ 
sant refused to be impressed and, to 
show his sincerity of purpose, shot a 
hole through the sombrero of the na­ 
tive commandant. 
The 
expedition 
to 
recapture 
the 
stranded steamer returned to shore for 
iv enforcements of artillery. 
Bu t (Air­ 
ing the night another storm, more se­ 
vere than the tirst. swept the harbor 
and completed the wreck of the tramp. 
When daylight broke the vessel was 
s< en to have foundered. 
Moissant was 
taken oft' later by the Am erican con­ 
sul. who found him lashed to the top 
most rigging of the steamer, which 
emerged only a few feet above tile w a­ 
ter. 
Led A tta ck on Salvador. 
Previous to this exploit Moissant ap­ 
peared in the news columns as ban- ' 
dliug a rapid fire gun for the N icara­ 
guans in an attack on Salvador during 
urn* of the recent outbreaks there. 
Tho Moissant brothers, George. Al- > 
fred and John, and two sisters for 
many years had interests valued at 
several hundred thousands of dollars ; 
in Salvador. 
In I IM >7 George and Al- I 
fred Moissant were arrested and im- I 
prisoned on charges of aiding and abet­ 
ting the revolutionists of that republic j 
and with having secreted the rewin- j 
tbinary general, Escalon. 
The third brother, John, was active­ 
ly implicated in the movement against 
President Figueroa. 
W hen the revo­ 
lutionists were repulsed by govern­ 
ment troops at Acajutla John Moissant 
fled to Nicaragua. 
His brothers later 
were released, but their property was 
attached by tht* government as a bond 
to prevent their escape from the coun­ 
try. 
T w o years later John Moissant Invad­ 
ed 
a 
large 
filibustering 
expedition 
against Salvador from Nicaragua, but 
it was nipped in the bud by the prompt 
action of Commander W illiam S. Ben­ 
son, U. S. N.. commanding the cruiser 
Albany, who threatened to sink the 
vessel in which the filibusters proposed 
to land on Salvadoran territory.

made about the etiquette of the Hag 
When 
President 
W illiam 
M cKinley 
was assassinated thousands of loyal 
Americans raised flags at half mast 
over their pin. es of business and let 
them fly In 
night and by day until 
they 
wore 
cut. 
They 
undoubtedly 
thought they were showing respect to 
M cK in ley’s memory. 
But they were 
not showing proper respect to tile flag. 
The United States government display­ 
ed ut that time its flags at half mast 
from sunrise to sunset from the presi­ 
dent's death until ills burial. 
The gov­ 
ernment regulations provide that on 
the death of u president iii office its 
(lag shall be displayed at half mast 
only one day. 
In memory of the 350.000 Union sol 
fliers who lost their lives during tile 
civil war May 30. Memorial day. each 
year tile United States displays its flag 
at half mast at all army posts, stations 
and national cemeteries from sunrise 
to midday. 
Immediately before noon 
a dirge ts played by the hand or Held 
music, and the national salute of tw en­ 
ty-one guns is Ared. 
At the conclu­ 
sion of this memorial tribute ut noon 
the flag is hoisted to the top of the 
staff and remains there until sunset. 
The Idea is that Hie national ensign Is 
too sacred an object to be long In 
mourning for any mao or uumber of 
men. no matter how exalted their rank. 
The flag reversed, with the union 
down. Indicates distress.
